I'VE BEEN BURNING the midnight oil on the statistics of 


| Olympic track following the shutters being put up on track and 


field here in Helsinki.. And the facts are staggering, even for. one 
who had to have his wrist strapped because of Olympic writers’ 
strain. ° * ? 

Now just to give you the urge to prove me wrong let me tell 
you what may sound like the year’s tall tale. Pre-1952 ‘Olympic 
records were broken 184 times, Acai 16 times, and that in only 
32 events. And if-all. the sunshine ‘we had during the eight days of 
Olympic track had been put together end-to-end it wouldn't have 
piven enough warmth to soft beil the eggs for one momings break- 
fast in the Villages. 

Back to the recerds. There are 24 men’s events on the Olym- 
pic track list. Only six stay as before. «But two-of these have new 
names as joint holders. In the remaining 18 events new records 
weré made on no less than 90 occasions, and there were three more

Three ef the new men’s Olympic records are also work! marks. 
They are the 4-x 400 meters relay, the steeplechase and the. high 
jump. 

There are eight women’s track and field titles in the Olympics. 
That makes a combined total of 32. Only five of the 32 titles were 
retained, all by men. Bob Mathias (decathlon), Mal Whitfield 
(800 meters), USA (4 x 100 meters), Zatopek (10,000 meters), and 
Mikaelsson (10,000 meters walk) were the ‘48 veterans who suc- 
cessfully knecked again en. the exclusive Olympic door, ; 

The women, with only eight events in which to express thém- 
selves, set 94 new Olympic records in seven of the eight. They 
also equalled Olympie marks 11 times. Fabulous, fantastic. 

Even the world marks weren't safe. Ten times world marks 
were equalled. | 

But, we males need not hang our heads in shame. Adam took 
the Olympic fig leaf with Emil Janek of ‘the Czechoslovak Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic taking — three gold medals in what 
was, without fear of contradiction, the greatest clean-up in Olympie 
history—with all due respect to men like Jesse Owens, Paavo Nurmi, 
Ville Ritola, and the Flying Dutchwoman, Fanny Blankers-Koen. 

Only ene other man had ever thought of attempting the Olym- 
pic blisters treble—5,000 meters, 10,000 meters and marathon.
